SHIPS ONTHE WAY 


Almost Daily Connection 
with Philippine Islands. 


A Fleet of Four Vessels to Start from 


San Francisco Next Week—Oth- 


ers Headed for Manila by 


Suez Canal Route. 


SAN FRANCISCO, February 18.— 


A fleet of four vessels will leave San 
Francisco for Manila within 
two 


weeks. No less than 5500 tons of 
freight of all descriptions will be 
taken. The Couuemaugh will carry 
exclusively 300 mules and 2500 tons of 
freight, consisting entirely of forage. 
She will be fitted up immediately with 
every facility for transporting the 
mules in safety. She will be ready to 
sail iu about a week or ten days. 


The Valencia has been rechartered 


and will carry 1700 tons of freight and 
128 first class passengers. She will be 
ready to sail in about 10 or 13 days. 


The Portland has also beeu secured. 


She will carry 1300 tons of freight and 
100 first class passengers. The Koauoke, 
which is also to be chartered, will 
carry about 230!) tons of freight. Both 
the Portland and Boauoka will be 
ready to go m about a week. 


About 200 casuals, chiefly recruits 


for the regiments of regular troops in 
the Philippines, now at tho Presidioi 
will go to Manila on these transports. 


Spanish Cabinet.

been decided at a cabinet council to 
liberate the Filipinos who had been 
departed to the Caroline and Ladrone 
Islands, in order to influence the Fili- 
pinos to release the Spaniards they 
hold prisoners.

A VICTIM OF MORPHINE 


He Was a Crank on Gambling in a Small Way—Had 


Repeatedly Threated to Kill Himself-Left a 


Note About Debts and a Young Lady. 


Peter Johraon, the 18 year old son 


of Mrs. Elmyra Hunt living at 215 
South Main street, committed suicide 
this morning by taking an overdose 
of morphine. 
The boy was a victim 


of the gambling habit and he had sev- 
eral times threatened to take big own 
life. He wag heir to an estate veined 
at nearly $3000, which, had he lived, 
would have come into his bauds when 
he was 31 years old. 


Came from Indiana. 


Johnson has beeu living with his 


oncle and guardian, John \V. John- 
son, at Edinburg, Ind. Several months 
ago the boy was sent to Decatur to 
live with his mother. It is stated 
that the uncle found the boy unruly 
and was unable to do anything with 
him. 


Wanted Money. 


The boy gambled with all the money 


be got hold of. Yesterday he secured 
30 cents from his mother and later in 
the day he begged for more. She re- 
fused to give it to him and he wrapped 
up some of his shirts, collars and 
other cothing and said he was going 
to pawn them in order to get more 
money. 


Last night the boy did not return 


home and the mother became worried. 
She went out, and meeting a gentle- 
man w1E5m sHiflinew, asked him to 
hunt for the boy. A search was made 
in the gambling rooms and finally the 
boy was found asleep iu a room iu the 
Masonic building. The occupant of 
the room was ont and Johnson had 
probably wandered in there and laid 
down. 
Dr. A. F. 
Wilhelmy was 


called and found that Johnson had 
beeu drinking. The physician thought 
possibly the boy had taken morphine, 
but this Johnson etontly denied and 
his alertness and the ease with which 
he was awakened would indicate that 
he had not taken the ding. 


Raised a Disturbance. 
A carriage was called and Johnson 


was taken to his home. Mrs. Hunt 
and Dr. Wilhelmy followed on foot 
and when they arrived at the house 
Johnson was iu the kitchen and was 
singing and seemed perfectly wide 
awake. Ail effort was made to induce 
him to sleep but he fought against 
having his clothet> takeu oB mid tworo 
at his mother and the doctor. Finally 
he fell asleep and Dr. Wiiheliny says 
that when he left the house shortly 
before Z o'clock this morning Johnson 
was not in any danger. The boy slept 
quietly until 5 o'clock this morning, 
until which time Mrs. Hunt sat up 
and watched him. 
She then laid 


down on the bed and slept until S 
o'clock this morning, when she awoke 
and found her son dead. 


Left a Note. 


Johnson had in his pocket several 


slips of paper on which were written 
notes. One to his mother read sub- 
stantially as follows: 


"Trouble drove me to do this. Yon 


people can go to h—. Give Goody $5 
and yon and Susie keep the rest. I 
want to be buried beside my father in 
Indiana. Tell Pete to tell my girl 
about this." 


The person referred to ia the note 


as Susie is a sistei of the dead boy. 
Men who knew Johnson say that bis 
head had been turned by gambling and 
that he would do anything to get- 
money to throw away at gaming. He 
had an idea that he was mistreated 
because his relatives iu their efforts 
to save the boy's money would not 
give him all he wanted. 


Box of Morphine. 


In one pocket of Johnson's clothing 


charge of the remains. The toques 
will probably be held this evening. 
The funeral arrangements have not yet 
been made. 


Would Not Talk. 


Mrs. Hunt, the mother, was seen by 


a reporter this morning. She would 
not talk much about the case. She 
said, "We did all we could for the boy 
when he was alive and now he is dead 
and I won't say anything about it" 
She stated that her son had been liv- 
ing iu Decatnr with her for several 
months past and that he was heir to 
an estate the value of which she did 
not know. She said she did not know 
what caused her son to take his life 
and refused to talk any further on the 
subject. 


The estate to which the boy was 


hoir is valued at nearly $2000. It was 
left to him uy his father at the latter', 
death and the uncle at Euiuburg was 
the guardiau. Friends state that Mrs, 
Hunt intended to send the boy back to 
his guardian as she could not manage 
him.

Beodnre called at the 


ICE IN THE RIVER 


At New Orleans—Seen Only Once Be- 


fore in History. 


NEW ORLEANS, LA., February 18. 


—Since daylight yesterday an un- 
interrupted stream of ice has been 
floating toward the gulf down the 
broad bosom of the Mississippi river. 
It began to appear by 3 a. m. and be- 
fore the sun was well up the banks of 
the river were lined with interested 
spectators. 
As the day advanced the 


ice grew thicker and about noon 
ferries were seriously interfered with. 


In one of the histories of New 


Orleans there is a record of floating 
ice, but the story has always been 
sneered at. "I have lived here 50 
years," said one old resident of the 
city, "to see ice passing down the 
river. I never expect to see it again. " 


The ice should be m the gulf itself 


by Tuesday morning. There is no 
chance for it to melt before it gets 
there. There is too much oi it. When 
it does, sea captains will hold up 
both hands in astonishment. There 
were some cakes 20 feet square and 
from 2 niches to ;'. feet thick, gome 
of the cakes stood far ont of the 
water. Already river men are begin- 
ning to shake cluer heads and to 
predict an unpredecentod flood for thii 
spring.

Friends of General Miles say he will 
not allow himself to be put in the 
attitude of a prosecutor of the charges 
about beef which he has made. They 


labeUed explain that he will torn over to the 


court of Inquiry all of the information 
which has come into his possession 
and will thon consider his dmty per- 
formed. He does not consider it in- 
cumbent upon him to make any ease, 


and took Iho probability is that he will not be 


represented by counsel and that he 
will not undertake to cross-examine 
witnesses. If the court shall find that 
there U no foundation for the charges.

SUPREME COURT 


Decisions of General Inter- 


est to Illinois Citizens. 


Chicago Must Meet the Expense of 


the 1894 Rillroad Riots—Netting 


for Fruit BukeU All Right 


—Vaccination Points. 


SPRINGFIELD, ILL., February 18. 


—In the supreme court Friday in the 
case of the city of Chicago vs. Man- 
hattan Cement company, the judg- 
ment of the lower court was affirmed. 
The question involved was the consti- 
tutionality ol the law which provides 
that cities and oouuties are liable for 
three-fourths of the value of property 
destroyed in riots. The cement com- 
pany had cement to the value of $1 SO 
in a car ou a siding iu Chicago during 
the railroad riots in July, 1894, which 
was destroyed by the burning of the 
car. 
They recovered three-fourths of 


its value from the city of Chicago) 
from which judgment the city ap- 
pealed. This decision establishes the 
constitutionality of the law. 


The decision iu the case of David 


Frost vs. the city of Chicago destroys 
the validity of the ordinance which 
provides that fruit in baskets or boxes 
shall not be covered with colored 
netting or any other colored material 
which will tend to conceal its trna 
color and quality. Frost was foaiij 
guilty of a violation of this ordinance 
and subjected to a fine of $15 and 
costs. The supreme court reverses the 
trial court and says the ordinance is 
unreasonable and unjust. 


In the case of the People vs. tho 


Board of Education of Geneseo, the 
court reaffirms a former decision that 
boards of education or the state board 
of health can not compel vaccination 
except where absolutely necessary to 
protect health. A new point in this 
case makes this rule applicable to city 
councils.

oaa only mean sooner or later friotion 
and discord aud finally a nnion order 
to "walk ont." The Decatnr mines 
are local mines, supplying the home 
trade largely, aud have no important 
oonneetion with the whol»ssle mines 
in other parts of the state. And the 
400 miners employed in the mines are 
Deeatnr men who have families and 
many are paying for their homes from 
their earnings. Today the men were 
paid Are thousand dollars ia wages 
for the week's work and that amount 
of money has baen paid ont every 
week by the coal company. The earn- 
ings of the men amount to $30,000 a 
month and nearly all of the cash re- 
mains in Docatnr to go into circula- 
tion. The uieu linve no grievance. 
Everything has run along smoothly 
•tno* the strike of 'U4, aud then has 
been no hint or expectation of a dis- 
ruption of the harmonious relations 
•listing between tho company officials 
and the men—none whatever, nutil the 
"organiser*" cauie aronud to form a 
onion, which to tho company and 
many of the miners is another name 
for discord, tronble and idleness at 
the buck of the boss delegate, and loss 
at time and money. 


The Decatnr coal uiiues are ainoiig 


the important iudnstries of the city 
and everybody is interested iu their 
prosperity. Anything that wonld close 
the mines and thus shut off the coal 
supply and throw the present large 
body of contented men ont of work, 
wonld b3 a calamity to Decatur and to 
the meu. 
It is believed that tho 


efforts of the "organizers" now in

strength and ennobling character of 
our institutions. What is more, I be- 
lieve their acquisition is a duty and 
will be a distinct blessing to this 
country. We undoubtedly will have 
troubles at first, but that is no reason 
why we should act the coward and try 
to shirk. In the end we will be re- 
paid for oar troubles and sacrifices. 
We will bring to an oppressed and 
ignorant people the blessings of Ohris. 
tlan civilization, .and with it will 
come an immense broadening of our 
commercial opportunities.

Looking at vegetarianism in the light 


of comparative anatomy it is Mlf-evl- 
dent that man was designed to be a 
vegetarian and nothing else. Quadru- 
peds arc divided into clauu according 
to their foods, and with tie single ex- 
ception of man no animal as a clase 
has ever varied from the design of na- 
ture. 


These classes are the carnivorous or 


flesh-eating, the fruit-eating, the grass- 
eating, and the omnivorous. Each of 
these classes hog distinctive organs 
adaptable to the digestion of the kind 
of food It eats and to no other kinds. 


Man has artificially become au om- 


nivorous animal in spite of the fact 
that anatomically he IB a fruit-eating 
animal. It is an amusing and signifi- 
cant fact that the only typical omniv- 
orous animal it the pig. Man U trying 
hard to be a pig, say* Prof. Leo TVelner, 
of Harvard, In Home and Garden. 


The carnivorous, animals ak have 


short intestines, adapted only to the 
digestion of meat. They have only one 
stomach and could cot digest grass as 
the cow does. Their teeth are all long 
and sharp, so that they can tear meat, 
bat they hate no flat-topped teeth to 
grind vegetable foods as man has. 


It has been said that the so-called 


"canine" teeth of man are like those 
of the carnivorous animal, and tbat 
thi* is an indication that man Is an 
omnivorous animal. This li notcorrect. 
These are cot canine teetth, strictl 
apeaking. To be sure, they are so 
what pointed, but they are flat also— 
flat and pointed, and not round an 
pointed, like those of the carnivorou 
animals. 


The grass-eating animals have te 


eral stomachs— from two to five—an 
long Intestines, especially adapted 
the digestion of grass. They have als 
flat-topped teeth for grinding. 


The fruit-eating animals are the cm: 


ones that resemble man. They hav 
only one stomach, and a medium lengt 
alimentary canal, half-way betwee 
that of the carnivorous and the grass 
eating classes. The nearest animal 
to man are the monkey and the ape 
They are fruit-eaters. 


JJo meat-eating animal In the worl 


has the horizontal movement of tli 
lower jaw in eating as man has. Thi 
is proof positive that man isnotamtat 
eater, according to the design of na 
ture. These arguments on the physi 
cal side of the question prove primaril, 
that man is not physically adapted ti 
the eating of meat. 


From an economic standpoint it can 


easily be Been that man roust sooner o 
later become a vegetarian. This 
merely a question of time and a matte 
of room. The increase of civilizatloi 
and of population gradually must dc 
away with cattle-raising because of th 
absolute demand for land for cultiva 
tion. In time, the demand for room veil 
kill th* industry entirely. 


When we eat meat we are eating the 


product of the earth at second-hand 
The vegetation has been eaten by th 
animal, and a large part of it convert 
ed into bone and tendon and wasted 
and we eat only what Is left and made 
Into flesh. 


To reduce the economic problem to 


figures: One acre of land which woulc 
furnish enough flesh to support oni 
man would furnish enough grain to 
support ten men. Thus you see when 
the increased population cause* an in 
creased demand for food and for land on 
which to raise foods, It will becomi 
necessary to raise that which is the 


I most economic—in other words, tha 


which will produce the most per acre. 


The hygienic argument you can ob 


tain from any reputable physician, wh> 
will tell you thatmeatcatingis heating 
to the blood, that it is especially 
i 


stimulant rather than a food, and thai 
there is great danger of the transmis- 
sion of various serious diseases from 
animal to man. 


Meat eating in the ideal stage is bad 


enough. If the animals that we eat 
were in all the health with which na- 
ture endows them, roaming wild and 
free over the open fields, with plenty 
of exercise, and permitted to choose 
of their own free will from the beal 
of -tie various vegetable growths for 
their food, that would be one thing. 
But as civilization has advanced cattle 
are raised lor the sole p urpose of slaugh- 
ter. Theygetlittleornoexcrcise. 


Any veterinary surgeon will tell you 


that animals kept without exercise will 
con tract and propagate various diseates 
which are practically unknown to them 
In their wild state. They are artificial- 
ly fattened, and this kind of fat is not 
the sort of material which we should 
put In to our bodies. 


But it is the appalling character of 


the disease in meat which frightens us. 
Tuberculosis, one of the mo£<t common 
and fatal of diseases among cattle, 
causes great destruction of human life 
by consumption. A recent alarming 
spread of leprosy in Norway, Hawaii, 
and the other flsh-eating countries is 
traced directly by scientist* to the eat- 
ing of fish. In this case, to be sure, 
It it thought that the eating of the 
flsh raw, Instead of cooked, is what 
brings on leprosy, but the simple fact 
that ihe germs are there at all i» suffi- 
cient.—Baltimore American.

Despite the disgraceful persecutions 


of tlie Hebrew race in Russia, there are 
said to dwell in the czar's dominions at 
least one-half of the 11,000,000 of Jewi 
that inhabit the earth. A rather amus- 
ing illustration of the extent to which 
they come under the ban of legislative 
control in the Muscovite empire waa 
exhibited in a case just decided by the 
imperial senate of St. Petersburg. 
From this it appears that, incredible 
though it might seem, a Jew in Russia 
has not the right to name his own child 
is he pleases, but must give his off- 
spring eiich «n appellation as the police 
regulations ordain. He is restricted to 
Biblical names, and, moreover, must 
not give his child a, modernized form 
of old testament nomenclature. Thus 
tc may bestow on his son such names 
os Abraham, Jacob or Samuel, but they 
must be in the Hebraic or Yiddish form 
of Avrohom, Yankev, Shcruuel. The 
use of a modernized name subjects the 
Jew using it to a penalty. A South 
Russian Hebrew recently ventured to 
defy the ordinance so far as to call and 
register his son. Samuel Instead ol 
Sherrmel. The police refused to permit 
this, although Oie father was a wealthy 
and prominent citizen, whereupon the 
latter nppeiUed to the imperial senate. 
This august body has now decided that 
Shernuel is only a variant of Samuel, 
and that, therefore, the regulation! 
applicable to Jewish children have not 
beer, violated.
